Rural Schools 


Complete Playground Apparatus for 
Country Schools at a Small 
Expense 

Fifty dollars will cover the expense 
of a complete playground apparatus 
for a school teacher and the pupils 
render a reasonable amount of assist¬ 
ance in building It 

Teeter boards, standards, giant 
strides, a turning pole; swing* and 
slides, are practical pieces of apparat¬ 
us. all suitable for the school yard. 
Timber* for frame work should he 
set in concrete so that the structure 
may be more solid and durable. 

1 he teeter board can be made by 
using an ordinary taw horse for the 
supporting frame, and fastening the 
board to It with a large strap, hinge 
1 he giant stride to created by mount¬ 
ing a wagon skein on top of the pole 
to be used, then a smau wagon wheel 
is placed upon It Rope- long enough 
to reach ■the ground are tied to the 
rim of the wheel. A satisfactory slae 
for the turning pole Is from one-and- 
three-fourths' to two inches In diamet¬ 
er The slide ta a shallow trough con¬ 
structed of a close grained wood such 
aa maple or birch, worked smooth In¬ 
side. 

In the list of apparatus there should 
be Included a good supply of baseballs 
and bats. The playground ball Is es¬ 
pecially good for games, because it la 
large enough to be easily found when 
lost, and It to ao so? that there Is not 
much danger of even the smallest 
children receiving serious Injury it i» 
not expensive and will last many 
weeks If the children will take the 
trouble to sew R when ripped The 
teacher should have a goodly number 
of games suitable for all- grades of 
rhlldren, and the children should be 
organised Into groups so that they all 
may have a chance to play.

Why not 
In America? The cities hive them.

Dinning Rod for Lost Shells 

An odd problem, which will b« en¬ 
countered all through the fighting 
territory after the war. to that or 
guarding agatnat tha exploding of 
shells which buried themselves in the 
ground wltnout having exploded. 

In the section of France along the 
Marne, where tha lighting was sharp 
early In the war and from which the 
Germans were driven, the peasant 
farmers already have found this dan¬ 
ger to be real. A ploughman at any 
moment may strike a shell that will 
explode with sufficient force to kMl 
him and hla team. 

Various solutions have been sug¬ 
gested., but the most momlsing is one 
worked out by a French scientist and 
considered by the “Academy of 
Science. The plan la to go all over 
the farms with an electrical Instru¬ 
ment that will file warning when a 
mass of metal la near. Some modi¬ 
fications of It were adopted by the 
French scientist to fit It for field use, 
and hts apparatus requires the scr 
vice* of two men. 

In practical tests on the old battle¬ 
fields he found that It Is possible for 
two men to explore an acre thorough¬ 
ly In about one hour, and locate every 
buried shell near enough to the sur¬ 
face to do anv harm.

Taxes on Vacant Lands 
The Alberta government levies e 
lax of 1% of the assessed value of va¬ 
cant lands In the province which nro 
held under private ownership, but 
which are not Improved or occupied 
In any way. In some cases this tax 
may have been confused with a war 
tax. although it has no relation what¬ 
ever with the war and there Is abso¬ 
lutely no war taxation on land In Can¬ 
ada. The purpose of the government 
In taxing vacant land*, was not only to 
increase It* revenue but also to en¬ 
courage the cultivation and occupation 
of these lands. It was found that 
there were 9.000,000 scree of lands in 
ths province valued at 170.000,000. 
which were being held by private own¬ 
ers who were doing nothing to Im 
prove them and it was felt by the gov¬ 
ernment that It wui much fairer to 
charge some oi the cost of admlnlstra 
tlon and of building roads, bridges end 
other Improvements to (his unoccu¬ 
pied land, thus relieving the farmers 
who are resident in the country of s 
proportion ol tl at expense. In the 
year 1916 this wild lands fax yielded 
9700.000 revenue It should be repeat 
*d that U Is not a war tax, and Is not 
levied agalust farmers who art living 
on their lands and Improving iffem.

Care in Selecting 
Seed Grain 

This year, perhaps more than 
in any previous one, the farmer 
will have to pay strict attention 
to the quality of his seed grain 
and assure himself of its absolute 
suitability before putting it into 
his land. 

The use of good seed has al¬ 
ways been insisted upon by agri¬ 
culturists and while many of the 
farmer, have endeavoured to 
carry this idea out, some of them 
have not exercised the care in re¬ 
gard to the testing that they 
should have done. The result 
has been that they have found 
that their spring choice has not 
always justified itself in the 
harvest 

But the need for special care 
and testing methods this year 
arises from the fact that there 
will not be nearly the land under 
seed that there was last year. 
Last season appeals from every 
quarter were made to the farmer 
to crop all he possibly could in 
order to yield an abundant harv¬ 
est; his patriotism was appealed 
to through his production.

Trial of an important action 
was commenced in the supreme 
civil court last Tuesday before 
his lordship^ Mr. Justice Sim¬ 
mons. This was the suit brought 
by the rural municipality of Mar¬ 
quis against Hardwick Broa. 
Plaintiffs in the action Beek to 
recover taxes from the defend¬ 
ants in the neighborhood of 
$ 1 , 000 . 

The taxes have been assessed 
upon lands which the defendants 
hold on a grazing lease from the 
Dominion government and the 
defence is entered that the lands 
in question are exempt from 
taxes under the lease. 

There arc a number of rases 
pending of the same nature, 
notably that of the same rural 
municipality against P. Burns & 
Co., asking taxes of upwards of 
$2,000. This case is. therefore, 
in the nature of a test case. 
George H. Ross, K. C.; with 
P. W. L. Clarke of Vulcan, is 
appearing for the plaintiffs, and 
J. M. Carson is appearing for 
the defence.

Thera Is U be no Imitation of the 
Small Holdings Act Instead of dot 
ting men about n aay <uunty as Iso¬ 
lated units without adequate means 
of transit or maketlng facilities, we 
•hall witness, says a correspondent of 
the London Mali, either the crown 
land commissioners or the board of 
agriculture buying up several large 
estates comprising a f*w thousand 
acres In suitable districts, and work- 
leg these estatei to a large extent ?a 
co-operative colonies. 

Men who nave had no agricultural 
experience will be educated In the 
' working of a few acres, and wfcen 
found able to get on without tute 
will be allotted a fully equipped small 
holding. Eveiy occupier wii. have the 
opportualty to extend his holdina 
should he prove capable of managtofc 
more land. All the land not taken up 
will be farmcl by the director of the 
colony In the interest of the state, 

A strong feature Is to be thw social 
aide. Not only will there be co-opera¬ 
tion on the bus.ness side In the way 
of agricultural machinery, marketing, 
a Jam factory, a fruit pulping stition. 
a milk depot or a creamery, accori- 
ins lo the general type oi the farming 
b-?Tng pursued, but alao there will be 
cooperation in games and other soc¬ 
ial activities.

Hon. J. M. Beck 
on World War 


Walt till the presidential election* 
of next November when the people of 
the United 8tales will have full oppor¬ 
tunity to express their will, said Hon 
Jam«e M. Beck, former assistant at¬ 
torney-general of the United Stales, 
speaking at the Canadian dub at Ot¬ 
tawa, In referring to the possibility of 
Ms country Joining Britain and the 
alllee in the war. He was enthusias¬ 
tically cheered when he warmly ex¬ 
pressed hla , wn eager desire to tea 
the Blare and Stripes placed bealde 
the flags of Great Britain and Franca 
In the struggle for the preservation 
of civilisation. Twelve months ago, 
ha added, onty a very few Amerloan 
citizens favored partidpation In the 
war, but tbe.e bad been a great 
change of the feeling and how there 
were thousands re soy to endorse such 
a policy. 

"The relation of the United States 
to the war," was Mr. Beck's subject 
and he received a moat sympathetic 
hearing Hla eloquent address, how¬ 
ever. cntalned strong re-afflrmatlon 
of bis conviction that the cause of the 
allies was that of right and Justice, 
and he thrilled the audience with his 
merciless condemnation of the viola¬ 
tion of all the standards or civilisation 
by the Germans and Austrians. 

The Germany and Austrians In the 
United States are not solid against 
Great Britain and the allies as might 
be supposed, said Mr. Beck. There 
were thousands of naturalised Ger¬ 
mans and Austrians who. he knew for 
a certainty, wer* pro-ally. As for the 
American people, as a whole, there 
has been a choice between nutrality 
or Joining the allies. 

Mr. Beck said that the people of the 
United States had witnessed the ef¬ 
forts put forth by Canada In , this 
struggle with not only admiration but 
with positive affection. Canada had 
done nobly and surpaaaed all the ex- 
Ljctattons of her friends. By the great 
deeds and the sacrifices of her sons on 
the field of battle, she "bad Joined the 
group of heroic nations " 

He paid a flowing and beautiful 
tribute to France, which he compared 
to Andromache In the storied parting 
between her an. Hector Weeping, 
but erect and smiling through her 
tears, she bravely parted with her 
hero who went forth to serve his 
country in a desperate conflict

THE TALK ABOUT PEACE AND WHAT IT MEAN§ 


The Future of the World for i Century to Come it Just y Much 
•t Stake in Settling the Terms of Peace aa It it in 
Winning the War 


The appeals tor peace from neutral 
countries, obvlouaiy Inspired by Oer- 
man-Amerlcana, German-Swims or 
oilier nypueuated patriots, ib an un- 
uuataakbie sign that lie many (eela 
her lore# la on lue decline. 'Inal be- 
in* so, it to.lows naturally mat the 
sooner she makes, or tries to make, 
peace, the better leverate for bargain 
ing sne will have. On the other hand, 
lue entente powers are Just as anxious 
lor peace aa Germany, but it muni be 
peace on their terms. If the enem> 
is not ready to accept these terms, 
me war wui continue untU she la. 

Tne subject of peace terms Is, there 
fore, of interest just now. It may bt 
well to glance Brat at the terms Oer 
many anticipated In caae of defeat, 
when she was In the midst of her de¬ 
liberate preparations for this war 
'they were published about seven 
years ago la n French magasine, in 
the form of n signed interview with 
n prominent German official, whose 
name was withheld for obvious rea¬ 
sons. Tbs German stated that his 
countrymen had calculated the cost of 
defeat on the following basis; 

The surrender of Men and Lorraine 
to France. 

The neutralisation of Alsace. 

The return of Schleswig-Holstein to 
Denmark. 

An Indemnity of 9400.000,000 to 
Prance. 

The cession of the Kameruns and 
1 of land to France 

Ths cession of German East and 
Southwest Africa to England 

The *return of Heligoland to Eng 
land. 

The transfer of six German Iron¬ 
clads and twelve German cruisers to 
England. 

An indemnity of 9900.000 to Rue- 

sin. 

Boundary rectifications In favor of 
Russia. 

It may not be Interesting to glance 
at the terms of peace In the event of n 
German victory. They were published 
shortly after the outbreak of the 
war. and It was stated Ister that, os 
lag to the “serious inconveniences" to 
which the allies bed put poor inoffen¬ 
sive Germany, they would probably be 
made much more exacting when the 
time cams to formulate mem official¬ 
ly. The reader will notice the differ¬ 
ence between the two sets of terms 
The following represent the demands 
of a victorious Germany: 

The cession of nil France’s overseas 
empire, amounting to 4.397.926 square 
miles, with n population of approxi- 
mutely 46.000,000. 

The cession of north-eastern France, 
a hlch includes some of the richest 
Iron districts la Central Europe, 

has numerous bhssf-f arnnc — and 
works. 

The demolition of all French forts 
on that frontier. 

The reduction of the French army 
to 200.000 (from three million). 

The signing of n treaty of com¬ 
merce on terms to be dictated by Ger* 
many. 

The payment of an Indemnity of 
94.000.000,000, Germany to practically 
occupy the country until two-thirds 
bad bean paid In gold. 

France to abandon Britain and Bus 
aln and llgn an alliance with Ger¬ 
many for a period of 26 years. 

Thoss are onhr the terms to be de¬ 
manded from France according to 
professor Hasekal England was to 
be occupied by German troops and ths 
British overseas dominions were to be 
taken over. Belgium was to be ab¬ 
sorbed, together with her Congo terrl 
lory In Africa Poland was to be re¬ 
established as a part of Austria The 
Russian Baltic provinces were to be 
given up to Germany. 

The Oermsn Idea of war is not self- 
defence but plunder, and this was 
strikingly Illustrated when Bismarck 
visited London about half a esntury 
ago lie remained silent practically 
all the time he was being takan shout 
the priceless treasures of ths museum 
or the royal palaces or art gallsiiea 
The historical associations of the ven¬ 
erable Tower of London left him un¬ 
moved. The exquisite hsxe that creeps 
about ths river during the long Eng¬ 
lish twilight had no Interest for him. 
But wbsn hs had seen everything, he 
roused himself from a fit of abstrac¬ 
tion and murmured ecalatlaally 
"Waea fur plunder!" ("What n place 
to plunder"). 

i hat, however, by the way. It may 
be well by way of conclusion to con¬ 
sider the terms of peace which the 
victorious entente powers will demand 
from ths beaten Oermnnlc empires 
and their allies. Ths first step will be 
the restoration of Belgium, Serbia, 
Montenegro and Poland, with an In¬ 
demnity sufficient to rebuild those 
countries and to take cars of thslr 
ruined Industries for at least twenty 
years to come. The frontiers of Ger¬ 
many must be readjusted to satisfy 
every legitimate national aspiration of 
those who have the misfortune to be 
her neighbors. Germany must be sep¬ 
arated from Francs by her natural 
boundary line of the Rhine, and from 
Russia by an autonomous kingdom-of 
Poland. The menace of the German

Ger¬ 
man immlgretlou Into the overseas 
portion* of the entente empires must 
us strictly regulated, if Lot prohibited 
altogether, for an indefinite period 
i lie Balkan kingdoms must be recon¬ 
stituted. ns .nr ns practicable. In ac¬ 
cordance with nationalist principles, 
.sd also tsklng into account ths aMF 
uds of Its various peoples towards 
his war for civilization. Italy must 
.ecelve special consideration, both In 
toe north, where there are large num¬ 
ber* of her *one under Austrian rule, 
and In Albania. Turkey will have to 
be thrown right out of Europe. Rus¬ 
sia. in that case, would probably ob¬ 
tain Constantinople In addition to ter¬ 
ritorial compensation In East Prussia 
and elsewhere. Japan will no doubt 
hnd satisfaction In the retention of 
Klau Chau, and possibly some other 
portions of ths German overseas em¬ 
pire. 

The indemnity question will no 
doubt receive special consideration. 
Germany has crippled herself terribly 
In her mad adventure, hut the allies 
must think of Justice, before mercy, 
end In this connection any nonsense 
from the pacificist cranks must * 
overwhelmed "immediately by the 
whole force of public opinion. The fut¬ 
ure of the world for n century to come 
Is Just as much at stake In settling 
the terms of pence ns In winning the 
war. Thera la Jus*, one other point 
worth mentioning, and that Is that ths 
alllsa should, and mmbably will, refuse 
to recognize the Kaiser or the govern¬ 
ment or any of those who are consid¬ 
ered to be responsible for the war. 
The German people will have to bear 
the terrible ooet of It. and the allies 
should treat with them direct through 
their parliament.

Since the query was propounded 
science has entered Into the secret of 
He cryslology, and the beautiful forma 
of the anowBakes have been made 
familiar to alL It tna been shown to 
have ns beautiful forms as cryatallxed 
salts or rock crystals. But the secret 
-*tl Us enow h*» been little revealed 
through all tne ages of human kind 
ihe Arctic explorers have traversed 
the vast wastes of snow and Ice above 
the latitudes of perpetual winter and 
they have described ths illumination 
of the snow plain i by the aurora bore¬ 
alis and by the ra>s of Lie midnight 
sun. ,Uut the secret of the snow has 
not yet been penetrated. 

Up in the lofty Rockies are raging 
at the present moment snowstorms 
that cause the wolves to bide In their 
lalre and the deer to seek cover. The 
wild sweep of the bllstsrd rages far 
from all human habitation and the 
drifts fill the crevices and slide down 
the sides of the loft, mountain peaks 
Where la the poet who might enter In¬ 
to the secret of the snow and portray 
In vibrant verse the massed scenes of 
congelation that are found. Where is 
the painter with hardihood to enter 
the fearful domain of the snow king 
and seek his hospitality as he pictures 
the possibility of the human mind to 
conceive.

DOMINION DAIRY AND 
COLD STORAGE REPORT 

Annual Report of the Work of the 
Dominion Co mm I eel on 

It la doubtful If any subject, ex¬ 
cepting only the war itself, at thla 
Juncture In the world’s history Is 
commanding more attention than the 
products of the dairy, with which 
cold storage la Ultimately allied. 
Therefore, the report of the dairy 
and oold storage commissioner tor 
the fiscal year ending March Slat, 
1919, reoentiy issued, and which can 
be had on application to the publica¬ 
tions branch, department of agri¬ 
culture, Ottawa, will doubtless be re¬ 
ceived with more than ordinary at¬ 
tention. The commissioner, Mr. J. A. 
Kuddick, briefly records bis experi¬ 
ence on n visit to Europe aa Canad¬ 
ian government delegate to the 
sixth International Dairy Congress 
held In June, 1914, at Berne, 8wltser- 
iaad. Returning via England, he 
found that possible favor, command 
ing even n better price than that of 
New Zealand, where special and un 
remittent efforts a^e* being made to 
capture the British trade In dairy 
producta, and where the cheese tao- 
torlee have recently greatly increased 
in number. Canadian cheese, Mr. 
Ruddick testifies, has become the 
standard for nil *mportstlona. He 
paid n visit of Inspection to the con 
tree of the Chedder cheese industry 
in Shropshire,'Flintshire, and Che¬ 
shire and wai aurprised at Its extent 

An Interesting account Is given in 
the report of the extension of market¬ 
ing facilities and of the operations of 
the Finch and Brains dairy stations 
Other matters dealt with are the 
dairy herd records, excess of wat.-r in 
butter. Inspection of weighing butter 
and cheese, the activities of the Pre¬ 
cooling and Experimental Fruit Stor¬ 
age warehouse, at Grimsby, OnL, cold 
storage progress, publications and 
meetings. An exceptionally full ap¬ 
pendix covering nlnety-eix pages, and 
divided Into twelve sections, deale 
historically with the twenty-five 
years’ life work of the assistant 
dairy commissioner. Mr J. C. Cha¬ 
pala. with the work of the chief of 
the markets extension division. In 
connection with which n quantity of 
valuable information is furnished 
regarding the need* and methods qf 
the British and French markets with 
tables of prices of every variety of 
farm and garden produce and stock 
at each month la the war; and with 
dairy herd records and testa In dif¬ 
ferent provinces. Reports In full are 
also furnished aa parts of the appen¬ 
dix of the cold storage inspector, of 
the chief inspector of dairy products, 
of the fruit, cold storage and transpor¬ 
tation Investigations division, and of 
the Inspector of weighing of butter 
and cheese, the whole concluding with 
statistics of the total Canadian ex¬ 
ports and Imports of butler and 
cheese for the Inst 35 years, for the 
last seven yean of the Canadian ex¬ 
ports of cheese, butter, cream, con¬ 
densed mlfk. casein and fresh milk, 
and for the last 11 years of the total 
exporta of choeae and bqtter by all 
countries.

CANADA CAN BUILD A 
HUGE RUSSIAN TRADE 

Dr. J. D. Prince Urges Efficient Means 
In Qettlng After It 

Dr. J. D. Prince, professor of Slav* 
onto languages at Columbia Univer¬ 
sity, New York, speaking at a lunch- 
sou of the Canadian Club at Montreal, 
Impressed upon the olub the Import¬ 
ance of cultivating more extensive 
trade relations with Russia during the 
war. so that after the war was over 
the Dominion might bear Us a bars tn 
permanently ousting ths Germans 
from KuasUn trade. There was s very 
large attendance and much Interest 
wss aroused by Dr. Prince’s explana¬ 
tion of Russia's advance during the 
past few yean and ths opportunities 
that ere opening up for extended 
trade. 

Hs pointed out that before the war 
practically all Russia’s foreign trade 
was handled by the Germans. Thla 
huge trade could be taken over by 
Canada, In part at least. If It adopted 
the seme efficient means of getting 
after It. such as working through trade 
agents, end especially training men 
at the universities end In business 
ways so that they would not only un¬ 
derstand Russian conditions, but be 
able to speak ths language. This lat¬ 
ter, Dr. Prince emphasised, wss a 
prime factor, and he advocated the 
establtehmect of work along these 
lines in at least two Canadian univer¬ 
sities. one in the east and one tn the 
west.

Testing: Seed Grain 

Many Samples of Oats and Barley 

Show Signs of Frost Damage and 
A re Unfit For Seed 

Germination teats msde on oats, 
wbest and barley this fall at ths Do¬ 
minion seed laboratory, at Calgary, 1 
show that there are considerable 
quantities of oats and barley, par 
tlcularly In Alberta and Saskatche¬ 
wan which are unfit for seed. The 
average percentage germination for 
Alberta oata is fin per cent, and none 
of lbs samples of Alberta oats re¬ 
ceived have germinated up to the. 
standard which Is 96 per cent More¬ 
over the average preliminary count 
which Is mads at the and of six days 
Is as low as 36 per cent Good seed 
oats should give a preliminary count 
of 86 per cant to 90 per cant, and a 
final (14-day) count of 90 par cent 
to 98 per cenu of vital seeds. 

Samples of oats received from Sas¬ 
katchewan are somewhat better Tbs 
average preliminary count Is 60 per 
cenL ana ths average final count la 
94 par cent. Many samples show evi¬ 
dence of frost Injury, these always 
giving low percentages of vital seeds, 
both In the preliminary and final 
counts. Alberta barley has also given 
low germination percentages The 
average preliminary (9-day» count la 
62 per cent, and the average final (14- 
day) count la 70 per cenL Thee# fig¬ 
ures are very low and Indicate the* 
considerable proportions of Alberta 
oats and barley and Sasaktchewsn 
oats are weak In vitality and unde¬ 
sirable for seed purposes. 

Aa one of the first essentials for 
s good crop of any kind la good saod. 
It Is Important that only good seed 
with strong germination energy and 
a high percentage of terminable 
seeds should be used The germina¬ 
tion energy of a sample is indicated 
by the percentage of seeds which 
germinate during the first four or 
five days of the test The premllfn- 
ary count, therefore, la an Indax of 
ths germination energy. If, for ax- 
ample, the preliminary count on a 
sample of oata la 26 par cant., the 
germination aosrgy of ths sample la 
very low, but If the preliminary 
count Is 90 per cent., the germina¬ 
tion energy Is strong Two samples 
may vary aa widely as this in tbs 
preliminary count, but may contain 
the same percentage of vital seeds 
—In which case the final counts 
would be the same. If the final 
counts only were considered, one or 
thfee samples would be thought to 
bs aa good as the other, while In 
reality one Is good seed and the 
other undesirable for use as seed 
The sample with s high preliminary 
count will withstand unfavorable 
weather conditions at the time of 
seeding very much better than the 
other It will give a more even 
stand on the field and a crop which 
will tn all probability ripen some¬ 
what earlier. 

Farmers should satisfy themselves 
before seeding time next spring that 
their seed grain Is of the beat qual¬ 
ity. Thla can only be done by a 
germination teat, conducted either at 
home or at the Dominion seed latv 
oratory In Calgary. Samples up to 
twenty-five In number will be tested 
at the seed laboratory free of charge 
for any Individual or cofopany In ona 
year Above this number 26 cents per 
test Is charged. 

Samples from Manitoba. Saskat¬ 
chewan. Alberta and British Colum¬ 
bia |pr teat should be addressed to 
the Dominion seed laboratory. Box 
1484. Calgary. Alberta, and postage 
paid by the sender. It Is unneces¬ 
sary to send stamp* for return post¬ 
age For wheat, oats, barley and 
seed of similar size, about half a 
teacupful should be sent for test: 
for seeds of smaller size, such as 
flax, red clover, timothy, ate., half 
this quantity Is sufficient. If more 
than on# sample of the name kind 
of seed Is sent for test they should 
bear soma distinguishing mark or 
number

old barn at night, without heat or light, 
la ona of tbs Interesting experiences 
of a Y.M.C.A. officer, as related In a 
letter Just reedtved from France. 

"Recently a colonel sent In a request 
for a night s entertainment for hla 
men, but added that It might he wise 
to tend someone In advance to view 
hla accommodation*, as all he had waa 
an old barn,” he writes. "We found 
ths officers ana all ths man assembled 
In the old barn, and, although with¬ 
out heat or light, we had a marry 
•vanlng. The piles of last year's straw 
served a* desirable seat* for a large 
number, while the overhead beams 
wars crowded with those who wanted 
uninterrupted views. The curtain was 
suspended among the cobwebs and the 
palheecope machine mounted on a 
couple of bully beef boxes, while the 
gramophone wa* honored with a sma.l 
table bo rowed from a farm bouse. 

"No audience at a famous theatre 
could have eajoyed the evening bet 
ter than those chape. When tne 
phonograph played pieces they knew 
they all Joined In, and several tlmos 
during ths evening they enlivened tt.a 
bam with selections that were not 
known when the first division left Can¬ 
ada Eight rolls or films were shown, 
and when at the close of the evening 
the colonel called for cheers (or the 
Y.M.C.A., they made the rafters ring, 
and an officer from the column, who 
accompanied me, said ’The Y ' sura 
has a place In the hearts of thosq 
men.' 

"Five nights a week are spent In 
thla way. and so far ths column have 
loaned me a car so that these pieces 
can be reached. They average eight 
miles from the central *Y.' 

"Recently I asked xn officer from 
aa Ontario town to accompany me on 
ane of these trips and operate ths 
machine, which be gladly did. At the 
close of the evening he said: ‘Do you 
know, the last time 1 was in the *Y.'

FIRE SPREADING IN THE 
ANTHRACITE COAL BEDS 

Blsxa Started Blxty Years Ago Has 
Burned Through Immense Con¬ 
crete Wall 

The famous mins fire, which has 
been raging now for more than sixty 
years, and which started at Summit 
Hill, Penn , near the spot where Phil¬ 
lip Gipter dlscpvered anthracite coal 
In 1*71. has burned through the Im- 
moose concrete wall whlcn the Le¬ 
tt Ign Coal and Navigation Company 
sank In front of It deep down Into the 
earth several years ago, at a coat of 
more than a million dollars. It la 
now threatening the mammoth vein 
In the Panther Creek valley, the larg 
est and richest vain of antnraclla In 
the world. 

The wall, which waa sunk Into the 
ground to a depth of 100 feet, waa 
fifteen feet thick, of solid concrete, 
sod experts believed that the sub¬ 
terranean fire would never eat 
through It. but that It would pre¬ 
vent It from spreading any farther 
and eventually extinguish IL The 
fact that the flames have eaten 
through thla huge barrier haa caused 
grave fears among the Lehigh Coal 
>nd Navigation officials, who are now 
phttlng forth every possible effort to 
prevent the fire getting Into the vast 
beds of anthracite In the vicinity 

A large force of men are at work 
drilling holes deep Into the earth, 
and Into these openings water and 
slush Is being poured directly on the 
subterranean fire, in the hope of pre¬ 
venting a rapid spraad. If Imposslbla 
to extinguish It. 

Already this firs has destroyed 
millions of dollars worth of coal, 
while the sixty-year fight to extin¬ 
guish H has cost enormous sums. 


Although (he food supplies are 
taken across from Britain, our troops 
always have thslr meals prepared fot 
lham—thro* times a day, good whol* 
soma food In abundance. 

The rations are carefully chosen 
to support the constitution, and to 
avoid any possible stomachic ©om- 
plication* In thla respect all the 
doctor* agree the feeding of tbs men 
baa been splendidly effective. 

Thera have bean other troubles, of 
course. Last year there wars hard* 
•hips which wars Inevitable, eepao* 
ially in the French lines, and yet the 
cases of lllnaaa due to the weather 
conditions and the discomfort* of the 
trenches wars negligible. Thla year 
the French High Command has 
taksn every advantage of the es* 
perlence they gained during the last 
winter campaign. 

The French troops are better fad 
than Bis Germans. On the other aids 
of the Iron wall built across Europe, 
the Germans In the first 11ns are 
given only on# meal a day—at oooa 
—and have to be oontented at night 
with the coffee served out to them, 
or else with such provisions aa they 
have bean able to buy for them¬ 
selves. 

The French commissariat haa new- 
•r Called to provide the entire army 
with two good meals a day, and 
whan the temperature requires It, 
hot drinks—tea, coffee and fixed 
measures of altohol—will be served 
out regularly. 

Excellent service la being rendered 
by the cutstnsa roulnntea (horse- 
drawn camp kitchens), which are at* 
tachad to all the army corps at the 
front, and a light railway (two-fast 
gougo) has been constructed to link 
up the distributing centres with the 
various rail heads. 

Ths troops have been wall provid¬ 
ed with warm clothing, and wherever 
necessary they have received new 
uniforms Special attention has been 
paid to the soldiers’ bools. The 
smallest unit* now hsvs thslr cob¬ 
blers’ shops, and at the present 
moment new marching hoots and 
puttees are being distributed liber¬ 
ally. For the trenches waders have 
been supplied, but one of the best 
devices for keeping the men’s feat 
dry has oeen found to be the or¬ 
dinary wooden sabot Warm under 
clothing of all kinds baa now been 
liberally provided by the slate and 
more than one private organization 

The most radical reforms that the 
French and British troops have adopt¬ 
ed, however. Is la the direction of 
making the trenches aa comfortable 
sod healthy aa possible 

A great feature of these Improvis¬ 
ed barracks Is the stove, the place 
of which In the front trenobss Is 
taken by ths charcoal braslsr Coal 
may be short, but In the firing line 
there la no scarcity of wood For 
lighting It baa bean found that acet¬ 
ylene Is both cheap and handy 

The German newspapers talk at 
great length of the arrangements

A very large number of men are 
working on the roads, which are now. 
It la certain, better kept in the zona 
of the armies than those near I’arts. 
Mechanical transport Is being used 
ss far as possible, even quite near 
the firing Una. In order to spare (bo 
men nil physical exertion which can 
be avoided.
